HINTS KOH THKSKASOK.—Iii the garden, 


plants will soon show signs of active life,the 
early blooming bullwus rooted flower* 
in a short time exhibit their green leaves, 
and snow drops and crocuses make the par- 
terre gay with their young beauty, Shrubs 
and trees should, as soon an.the frost is out 
of the ground, be transplanted. 
The spe- 


cies that come first in leaf, such as the 
gooseberry and currant, in the kitchen gar- 
den, the spirea mesereums, £0., in Hit 
shrubbery, and the willows, poplars and 
larches among ornamental trees, should firsi 
be attended to, and those that come forward 
more slowly, at as early a period as possi- 
ble. 
Many trees are lost every year bj 


hurried and careless planting", in conse- 
quence of so many tilings required to 
be done at once. 


Have your hot beds made immediate!)', 


whether for starting lettuce and cabbages or 
early annual flowers; you can also start in 
them many little things and strike cuttings 
of many kinds of plants. 
Give air every fine 


day, and cover well with mats during frosty 
days and clear, cold nights. 
If you have a 


thermometer in such frame* all the better ; 
it is easier to judge by it than by the hand. 
Take care and not ha've too much heat and 
moisture in vour frames, as that will be 
equally injurious as a very low tempera- 
ture. 


Have your manure placed in heaps, and 


di-tributed around the roots of roses and 
other shrubs, to be forked in as soon as the 
ground is in a proper condition. 


Prepare a piece of ground in some warm 


sheltered position, for early peas, radishes, 
&c. 
The kinds that may be injured by 


frosts can be protected with mats or other 
corering. 


Prune your trees, cutting out any dead or 


superfluous wood. 
Prune your vines and 


tie them to stakes or trellises'. Cut all dead 
wood from roses that bloom on last year's 
wood, such as the Queen of the Prairies ; 
and cut down to a good strong bud all such 
as bloom on the recent wood, as do all the 
hybrid perpetupls.—Ohio Farmer.

of the reigning Emperor is composed of four 
sons and a daughter, The elder—Yili -Wei 
—heir to the throne, is now eighteen years 
of age. 
His mother died in giving him 


birth. 
The young prince is said to be wel 


educated ; but he professes, like his father, a 


peror's daughter, who is said to be an ac- 
complished princess, i' fifteen years of age.— 
She was married last year to a nephew ofthe 
Emperor, Prince Ting-Tsin Wang, who has 
the reputation of being highly educated. The 
Emperor has three brothers—Yung Trum 
Mien Wang and Mien Ilin ; the latter was 
degraded during the preceding reign, depriv- 
ed of all his dignities and banished from 
the 


Court. He was accused of having been 
affiliated with a secret society for the pur- 
pose of seizing the crown. Twenty of his 
accomplices in the capital were tortured and 
put ^to death, and 000 in the provinces. The 
minieters of the Emperor form a distinct 
category, andpossits enormous power. They 
are fourteen in number, and are divided into 
two distiuct clascs.

ANOTHER CASE OF CRUELTY ON BOARD 


OP A BRITISH VESSEL.—In the Western Cir- 
cuit (Exeter) March 20th, Hugh Orr, a sea 
captain, was tried for the murder of Ed- 
ward Devoe. A case of such fearful cruel- 
ty and atrocity as detailed in the opening 
the case, was perhaps never heard. 
The 


prisoner, a fine looking man, was the cap- 
tain of a vessel called the Hannah Jane, 01 
about 120 tons burthen. 
The deceased was 


a black man, a native of Boston, about 32 
years of age, and was engaged as cook in 
the ship. 
The crew of the ship consisted of 


the captain, six men, and a boy. 
In Feb- 


ruary, 1850, the vessel sailed from London 
to Newcastle for a cargo of coals, and then 
proceeded to Senegal, then to Cape Verde 
Islands, to Rio Grande, and then back to 
England.

He was beaten by the captain and 
mate with ropes, with broom handles, and 
with a "cat," and when his back was raw he 
was scrubbed with a blush. . The po"r fel- 
low used to cry for mercy, and called upon 
the crew to come and help him, but the crew 
dared not interfere. 
When the vessel 


reached Hio Grande the crew informed the 
Consul there of the treatment the cook had 
received, and of his death, but he said he 
could not do anything in the matter. 
The 


ship arrived at Plymouth in December, and 
ad inquiry was instituted. 
The jury return- 


ed a verdict of guilty of manslaughter, and 
the prisoner was sentenced to be transport- 
ed for life.
